- * The Pope (as they ſay) hath a triple Crown; anſwerable thereunto, 
and to ſupport that: he pretends to have a three · ſold Law:the firſt is, j ar 
divinum, Epiſcopacy by divine Rigbi; and this he would ha ve you think 
to be the Coronet next his head, that which doth circle and ſecure his 
power. Our Bifhops have (in an unlucky time) entred their plea, and 
prerended title to this Crown, Epiſc epacy by div ine Right, | 
The ſecond is Ius bumanum, Con ſtantincs donation, the gift of indul- 
gent Princes; temporall power. This Law belongs to his ſecond; of 
his middle Crown ; already alſo pleaded for by cur prelates in pri. 


T Theſe two Crowns being obtained, he (the pope) doth frame and

finde any other Epiſcopacy but this: an authority however by ſome 
of them better exerciſed, yet too ſolely entruſted to them all.

Down then with our Prelatical Hierarchy, or Hierarchical Prelacy _

ez lege, on this condition, that with the ſame hand, in the ſame Bil}, 
we do gently raile again (ever from under the ruines of that Babel) 
ſuch an Epiſcopacy, ſuch a preſidency, as is venerable in its antiquity 
and purity, and moſt behoovefull for the peace of our Chriſtendom.
